Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The invention is drawn to a recycling method of mixed waste polyester and waste 
polyamide where the mixture is first depolymerized by a rosin or a diol, then 
repolymerized as a polyesteramide block polymer with an acid or a diol. During the 
second step, additional waste polyamide or a polyamide-producing monomer is added. 
Prior art discloses the depolymerization and/or the polymerization of polyester or 
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polyamide separately. Prior art also discloses certain processes of copolymerizing 
polyester and polyamide which involve reaction of the terminal groups only. However, 
no prior art teaches or fairly suggests first depolymerizing a mixture of polyester and 
polyamide together using a diol or rosin followed by polymerization while adding more 
waste polyamide or more polyamide-producing monomer in order to control the physical 
properties of the polyesteramide block polymer product.
